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BRIGADOON heads the list of 22 successful shows produced by the Light Opera 
of Edmonton over as many years. Not only has the Company brought to the 
legitimate stage of Edmonton, New York Theatre productions but over the 
years it has contributed immeasurably to the furtherance and development of 
Edmonton talent. 

Many actors and actresses who made their debut in productions of Light Opera 
are now working in CBC and American TV shows. 

Due to affiliation with the National Operatic and Dramatic Association and the 
keen interest in this work shown by the Producer and the Musical and Dramatic 
Director, Herbert and Eileen Turner, many of the productions are “firsts” in 
Canada upon release from New York. 

Tonight’s production of BRIGADOON marks the eleventh show Ruth Carse 
has choreographed for Light Opera. Among those was the first Light Opera 
presentation of “Brigadoon” in 1955. That was the same year in which Miss Carse 
returned from a professional dancing career that saw her dance with the famed 
Radio City Music Hall Corps de Ballet in New York City, and as a member of 
the Don Gillies Quartet then featured on CBC-TV’s General Electric Showtime. 
Ruth had also spent a season dancing and studying in London, England, prior 
to her return to her native Edmonton. Since that time she has created the dances 
for many shows including: “South Pacific,” “Oklahoma!,” “The King and I,” and 
“Damn Yankees” for the Turners, the Annual Christmas Box Concert Ballets 
for the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra and at present is the Artistic Director 
of the Edmonton Ballet Company. She is also choreographer for the “Ruth 
Carse Trio” seen weekly on CBXTs “First Nighter.” 

Light Opera of Edmonton is proud of its achievements in bringing before 
Edmontonians a long list of New York Theatre productions and will continue 
to do so as long as its many friends and patrons continue to support the 
organization.

ARGUMENT 

Out of the mist, a mirage meets the astonished gaze of Tommy 
Albright and Jeff Douglas. The village of Brigadoon takes form and, in 
next to no time, these two American hunters find themselves in the midst 
of the village Fair in MacConnachy Square, making the acquaintance of the 
MacLarens, the McGuffies, the MacLeods, the Dalrymples, the McGregors, 
the Beatons and other clans. 

It is the wedding day of Charlie Dalrymple, who has just returned 
from school in Edinburgh, and Jean, younger daughter of Mr. Andrew 
MacLaren. 

They join in the festivities. Tommy meets Fiona MacLaren and 
they become “highly attracted” to each other. Flirtatious Meg Brockie 
frankly claims Jeff for her own,, despite his strenuous resistance. 

Happiness reigns for all but young Harry Beaton, who is in love 
with Jean and very bitter over his rejection in favor of Charlie Dalrymple 
and scorns the proffered love of Maggie Anderson. 

Charlie’s remark about the “miracle” arouses Tommy’s curiosity and, 
in order to save Brigadoon from the “witches, wicked sorcerers who were 
taking the Scottish folk away from the teaching of God and putting the devil 
into their souls,” prayed for a “miracle,” a “well-organized miracle” that 
Brigadoon and all the people in it vanish into the Highland mist . . . but not 
for always! It would all return just as it was for one day every hundred 
years! 

When the mist rose at dawn, the second day of the “miracle” had 
commenced and our weary travellers find themselves involved in the 
fantasy. 

During the Wedding Dance, Harry Beaton forces his attentions on 
Jean, and a fight results. He defiantly tells the villagers he is leaving 
Brigadoon, thus ending the “miracle” — Brigadoon will vanish forever. 
Consternation and horror prevail, and the chase after Harry commences. 
The fate of Brigadoon is solved by the death of Harry, and at the funeral 
ceremony Maggie Anderson portrays her grief and despair in the poignant 
funeral dance. 

Despite his love for Fiona, Tommy returns to New York with Jeff, 
where Jane Ashton, his fiance, is waiting for him. Four months later, unable 
to forget Fiona, he returns to Brigadoon, where he is met by Mr. Lundie, 
who greets him with the words—“I told ye lad, when ye love someone 
deeply, anythin’ is possible—even miracles.” 

Thus concludes the story of “Brigadoon.”
